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The  1958  pig  crop  totaled  94.8  million  head,  8  percent  larger  than  the  1957 
crop  of  88.  0  million  head,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  spring  pig 
crop  at  52,  3  million  head  was  up  1  percent  and  the  fall  crop  of  42.  5  million  head, 
was  17  percent  larger  than  last  year,  and  the  largest  fall  crop  since  1943.  The  in- 
crease in  the  fall  crop  resulted  from  a  16  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  sows 
farrowing  and  a  small  increase  in  pigs  saved  per  litter.  The  number  saved  per 
litter,  at  7.  17,  was  the  highest  on  record  for  the  fall  crop. 

For  the  1959  spring  pig  crop,  reports  on  breeding  intentions  indicate  a  total  of 
8,  3 17,  000  sows  to  farrow,  12  percent  more  than  the  number  farrowing  last  spring. 
If  the  intentions  materialize,  and  the  number  of  pigs  per  litter  equals  the  10-year 
average  with  an  allowance  for  upward  trend,  the  1959  spring  pig  crop  would  be  59.0 
million  head.  A  crop  of  this  size  would  be  13  percent  above  last  spring  and  the 
largest  since  1 95 1 . 

This  report  is  based  on  a  survey  of  155,000  farm  and  ranch  operators.  These 
returns  were  obtained  largely  in  cooperation  with  the  Post  Office  Department 
through  rural  mail  carriers,

FALL  CROP  UP  17  PERCENT:     The  number  of  pigs  saved  in  the  1958  fall  sea- 
son (June  through  November)  is  estimated  at 
42,470,000  head.    This  is  17  percent  larger  than  the  1957  fall  crop  and  21  per- 
cent above  the  1947-56  average.    The  1958  fall  crop  was  the  third  largeft  of 
record,  being  exceeded  only  in  1942  and  1943.   Fall  pig  numbers  were  above  last 
year  in  all  regions  of  the  country,  with  the  heavy  producing  west  North  Central 
region  showing  the  largest  increa.1*  at  24  percent.  The  North  Atlantic  States  were 
up  3  percent,  east  North  Central,  £4  percent;  South  Atlantic,  10  percent;  South 
Central,   15  percent;  and  the  Western  States,  up  17  percent. 

The  number  of  sows  farrowing  in  the  fall  of  1958  is  estimated  at  5,  926,  000 
head,   16  percent  more  than  in  the  fall  of  1957  and  12  percent  more  than  the 
average.    The  percentage  increase  in  1958  fall  farrowings  from  1957  was  3  per- 
cent more  than  indicated  by  farmers'  intentions  reports  last  June  1.  The  percent- 
ages, by  regions,  that  the  1958  fall  farrowings  were  of  1957  as  now  estimated  and 
the  fall  intentions  as  reported  last  June  are  as  follows:  North  Atlantic,  102  per- 
cent now  and  97  last  June;  east  North  Central  112  and  110;  west  North  Central  124 
and  121;  South  Atlantic  105  and  106;  South  Central  111  and  108;  and  West  115  and  115. 

The  record  7.  17  pigs  saved  per  litter  compares  with  7.06  in  1957  which  was 
the  previous  high  for  the  fall  crop  .  The  increase  in  average  litter  size  was 
general,  with  all  regions  showing  an  increase  except  the  west  North  Central  which 
was  unchanged.  This  is  the  seventh  straight  year  of  increase  in  the  average  pigs 
per  litter  for  the  fall  pig  crop,  and  the  current  litter  size  is  9  percent  above  the 
6.60  pigs  per  litter  for  the  1951  fall  crop.  Weather  conditions  were  generally 
favorable  for  farrowings  during  the  fall  season. 

Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  the  monthly  distribution  of  farrowings  in  the 
1958  fall  season  shows  a  larger  percentage  of  litters  in  July,  August,  and  Novem- 
ber and  smaller  percentages  in  June,  September,  and  October.    The  percentage 
of  sows  farrowing  each  month  during  the  fall  season  compared  with  the  same 
months  in  1957  is  as  follows:   June  1958,  14.  0  percent  compared  with  14.4  in 
June  1957;  July,   15.4  compared  with  14.8;  August,  23.8  and  23.  1;  September, 
25.  6  and  26.  0;  October,   14.  0  and  14,  6;  and  November,  7.  2  and  7.  1, 

1958  SPRING  CROP  UP  1  PERCENT :    The  1958  spring  pig  crop  is  estimated  at 

52,  336,  000  pigs,  1  percent  above  1957. 
Sows  farrowed  in  the  1958  spring  season  totaled  7,  428,000,  2  percent  more  than 
a  year  earlier.  The  number  of  pigs  per  litter,  at  7,05,  was  the  second  highest 
on  record  for  the  spring  crop,  being  exceeded  only  by  the  7.  12  pig6  saved  in  the 
spring  of  1957. 

ANNUAL  PIG  CROP  UP  8  PERCENT:     The  combined  spring  and  fall  pig  crops  for 

1958  are  estimated  at  94,  806,  000  head 
about  7  million  head  larger  than  in  1957.  This  is  6  percent  more  than  both  the 
10-year  average  and  1956,  but  1  percent  less  than  the  1955  crop.

1959  SPRING  INTENTIONS  UP  12  PERCENT:    Farmers'  reports  on  breeding 

intentions  indicate  8,317,000 
sows  to  farrow  in  the  spring  of  1959    (December  1958  through  May  1959),  This 
would  be  an  increase  of  12  percent  from  last  spring  but  only  slightly  above 
average.  Compared  with  1958,  all  regions  of  the  country  show  increases.  The 
North  Atlantic  States  show  an  increase  of  5  percent;  east  North  Central,  up  8 
percent;  west  North  Central,  12  percent;  South  Atlantic,  11  percent;  South  Central, 
21  percent;  and  West,  21  percent. 

If  the  intentions  for  spring  farrowings  materialize  and  the  number  of  pigs 
saved  per  litter  equals  the  average,  with  an  allowance  for  upward  trend,  the 
1959  spring  pig  crop  would  be  13  percent  more  than  in  1958,  8  percent  above 
average,  and  the  largest  since  1951. 

SELECTED  CORN  BELT  STATES:    The  intended  number  of  sows  for  1959  spring 

farrow  for  9  of  the  Corn  Belt  States  is  10  per- 
cent more  than  a  year  earlier.  These  States  are  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin; 
Minnesota,  Iowa,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas.  The  9  States  accounted 
for  67  percent  of  the  1958  United  States  pig  crop, 

Present  intentions  indicate  that  increases  will  take  place  in  both  the  winter 
(December  through  February)  and  the  spring  (March  through  May)  quarter.  Sows 
expected  to  farrow  during  December,  January,  and  February  at  1,  921,  000  head 
are  l6  percent  more  than  the  1,  651,  000  head  for  the  same  period  last  year.  The 
present  survey  indicates  a  smaller  increase  for  this  period  than  the  earlier  in- 
tentions reported  in  September.    The  3,  650,  000  head  intended  for  farrowing  in 
March,  April,  and  May  of  1959  for  these  9  States  are  8  percent  or  257,  000  head 
more  than  the  3,  393,  000  sows  farrowing  in  these  months  in  1958. 

In  the  9  States,  the  number  of  sows  farrowed  in  the  1958  fall  season  totaled 
3,  830,  000  head,  18  percent  more  than  in  the  fall  of  1957,  This  is  1  percentage 
point  more  than  indicated  by  farmers'  reports  on  September  1.    Sows  farrowing 
during  June,  July  and  August  totaled  2,  092,  000  head,  20  percent  more  than  in 
1957,  The  number  farrowed  during  September,  October,  and  November  totaled 
1,  738,  000  head,  up  l6  percent  from  the  1,  496,  000  head  in  1957, 

ALL  HOGS  IN  9  STATES  UP  13  PERCENT:    The  number  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  on 

farms  December  1  in  the  9  States 
totaled  4l,  891,  000  head.    This  is  13  percent  more  than  the  37,  212,  000  head  a 
year  earlier.  Each  of  the  9  States  shows  more  hogs  on  farms  this  December  1 
than  a  year  earlier.    The  increases  range  from  4  percent  in  Ohio  to  24  percent 
in  Kansas.    Other  States  show  increases  as  follows:  Indiana,  up  12  percent; 
Illinois,  10  percent;  Wisconsin,  5  percent;  Minnesota,  16  percent;  Iowa,  13  per- 
cent; South  Dakota,  23  percent;  and  Nebraska,  19  percent.    Hogs  and  pigs  six 
months  old  and  over  totaled  15,486,000  head,  3  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 
The  number  under  6  months  of  age  was  19  percent  more  than  last  December,  with 
an  increase  of  22  percent  in  the  3-6  months  age  group  and  an  increase  of  16  per- 
cent in  the  number  of  pigs  under  3  months  old.  The  12,  574,  000  pigs  under 
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3  months  old   on  farms   December  1,  1958  accounted  for  30  percent  of  all 
hogs,  compared  with  10,  806,  000  head  a  year  earlier,  or  29  percent  of  the 
total  hogs.  Pigs  3-6  months  of  age  totaled  13,  831,  000  head,  33  percent  of  all 
hogs  this  year,  compared  with  11,367,000  head,  or  31  percent  of  the  total  a 
year  earlier.
